The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners set into motion the 
process to hire a County Controller 
at its July 14 regular meeting. 

Since that meeting the county has 
been accepting applications and 
resumes for candidates seeking the 
position. 

According to the county, the 
Controller employee “will report to 
the Board of Commissioners and is 
responsible for policy development, 
personnel, budget and purchasing.” 

Also, the office of County 
Controller: 

* “Prepares annual county budget 
and submits for approval. Ensures 
that all county departments operate 
within approved budget.” 

* “Plans, organizes, directs and 
manages all non-elected depart- 
ments of the County.” 

* “Approves invoices for payment 
for all county supplies and capitol 
equipment.” 

* “Develops and maintains favor- 
able relations between the county 
and the city, other governmental 
units, special interest groups and the 
general public.” 

* “Administers and keeps current 
all aspects of the county’s Personnel 
function including recruitment and 
hiring, wage and salary negotiations, 
serving as Human Resources 
Director.” 

* “Implements objectives and 
policies of the county as determined 
by the Board of, Commissioners.” 

The position also has “To carry 
out activities required by State Acts 
or Laws for the Office of County 
Controller.” 

The Board of Commissioners is 
looking for someone with “a 
Bachelor’s degree in business man- 
agement, public administration or 
related field,” with “at least 5-7 


years experience in government 
administration.” 

Robert Smock, Chairman of 
Personne! and Labor, said that the 
county has extended its original 
deadline of September | for taking 
applications. The county will now 
be accepting applications until 
September 15. 

“We've gotten three or four appli- 
cations so far,” said Smock. “We 
have decided that we’re going to 
continue to advertise.” 

Smock said that by extending the 
advertising period the position 
notice can now be put into more 
periodicals and reach a larger group 
of people. Smock said that the posi- 
tion will] also be advertised at some 
college placement offices. 

“We're just hoping to share that 
state-wite and get as many appli- 
cants as we can,” said Smock. 

After the advertising and collect- 
ing of applications phase is finished 
a three-person committee and other 
key members of the county will 
begin interviewing candidates. 

The committee consists of Smock, 
John Hartman, Chairman of the 
County Board of Commissioners, 
and Lynnette Corlew, Chairman of 
Ways and Means. 

Smock said that “the County 
Treasurer, County Clerk and one or 
two other people are to be part of the 
interviewing process” as well. 

“It’s an earmest search, and we 
really hope to get a quality profes- 
sional in here to run the day to day 

finances of the county,” said Smock. 

The county expects to have the 
potential County Controllers nar- 
rowed down to two by the middle of 
October and will soon after make a 
final decision. = 

If all goes according to schedule, 
the County Controller is set to begin 
work on November 1, 1998.

Services included in BCCCP are 
clinical breast examinations, screen- 
ing/diagnostic mammograms, pelvic 
examinations and pap smears, col- 
poscopy/colposcopy-directed biop- 
sies, physician notification of 
results, client notification of results 
and re-screening anniversary date, 
patient education, and referrals as 
needed. 

BCCCP is a screening program 
only. However, if an abnormal 
result is received, it is very impor- 
tant that further evaluation take 
place.. Specific local physicians 
have agreed to see women referred 
from the screening program or 
arrangements for follow-up care can 
be made with a woman’s family 
physician. 

When necessary the BCCCP will 
work to arrange alternative funding 
or payment arrangements.

TERM LIMITS, and the throng of candidates 
they attracted in many districts across the state, 
spurred Michigan’s Aug. 4 primary. 

_ Of 110 House members, 64 could not run for 
re-election because they had served the maximum 
three terms allowed by term limits. 

’ So at least 64 new members will take seats 

‘when the House convenes in January — maybe 

more, if some of the remaining 29 Democrats and 

-17 Republicans lose November campaigns for re- 

election. 

' A couple of factors stand out in the legislative 

primary results. 

:’ The most obvious is that term limits attracted 

plenty of new candidates into the political 
ess. 

'* House seats focked for years by long-term 

incumbents were now open, helping to attract 494 

candidates for the 110 Bouse: seats — the most in 

at least 35 years. 

‘Many districts fielded a half-dozen or more 

candidates, most seemingly well qualified. 

‘ - Obviously there’s no shortage of Michigan cit- 

izens who want to help make the laws ~ especial- 

ly if there’s reasonable chance they can win the 

opportunity. 

i, Some exciting politicians want to keep it all in 

the family. 

‘” Wives of three House members, sidelined by 

term limits, won primaries to succeed their hus- 

bands. 

- Several legislative staff meebar also won 
House primaries. Most emphasized the impor- 
tance of their inside experience because so many 
House members will be new to the process next 
i 


Broadened citizen involvement often is cited as 
one of the benefits of term limits. It seems to 
have happened this year. 

+ + = 

VOTERS SATISFIED — Another indication 
from the legislative primaries is that voters seem 
in no mood to boot out those already in office. 
Apparently voters are satisfied with the way 
things are. 

All incumbent House members survived House 
primaries. : 

Seven House members facing term limits chal- 
lenged sitting members of the State Senate. and 
six of the seven senators survived. 

Only Rep. Burt Leland in Wayne County suc- 
ceeded in unseating an incumbent senator — Sen. 
Michael O’Brien. a second generation state law- 
maker. , 

Three other House members are ronning 

against Senate incumbents of the opposite party 
in November, and two other House members are 
squaring off in a Senate district with no Incum- 
ben. 
By renominating six incumbent senators 
against the challenges of same-party sitting 
House members. voters again spoke for smisfac- 
tion with the stats quo. 

In a way, wins by the three wives memioned 
above also speaks for voter satisfaction. 
the November election? 

Gov. John Engler, for one. certainty bopes so: 
Geoffrey Fieger, on the other hand, hopes not. 

However, chances are that unwillingness 1% 
change will continue to be the mood of the voter 
two months or so from now — barring sharp eco-

Alcohol abuse is a dangerous as play- 
ing with a poisonous snake: (Proverbs 
23:31-32) "Look not thou upon the 
wine when it is red, when it giveth his 
colour in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright. {32} At the last it biteth like a 
serpent, and stingeth like an adder." 
Because Alcohol abuse reaches beyond 
this life into eternity, it is more danger- 
ous to the soul that to the body: (1 
Corinthians 6:9-10) "Know ye not that 
the unrighteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God? Be not deceived: 
neither fornicators, nor idolators, nor 
adulterers, nor effeminate, nor abusers 
of themselves with mankind, {10} Nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, 
nor fevilers, nor extortioners, shall 
inherit the kingdom of God." 

Now we know why God commands 
us not to get drunk. (Ephesians 5:18) 
"And be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess; but be filled with the Spirit;” 
Alcohol abuse is also offensive to oth- 


is offended, or is made weak." : 
Many people in our culture do not 
have enough moral restraint to act 
decently when they are sober. Alcohol 
abuse multiplies every moral problem 
which endangers us. This is another 
feason many churches have a mutual 
covenant between their members that 
they will not use or abuse alcohol. As 
the great Apostle Paul said: (1 
Corinthians 6:12) “All things are law- 
ful unto me, but all things are not expe- 
dient: all things are lawful for me, but 
I will not be brought under the power of 
any.” God wants His people to be under 
the power and control of His Holy 
Spirit, not alcohol. (Ephesians 5:18) 
“And be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess; but be filled with the Spirit."

(Look for the DOT 
symbol on the back of the helmet. 
Also helmets that comply with these 
standards will have a firm styrofoam

Program helps teens make an About Face

Success can be difficult under the 
best of circumstances. But for 
young teens who have been identi- 
fied as “at risk”, things are made 
even more difficult by a limited per- 
spective of success opportunities. 

Things like minimal exposure to 
functional life skills, a lack of posi- 
tive adult interaction, less personal 
attention from teachers due to class- 
‘oom size, and too much unsuper- 

‘ised time after school are only but 

few of the obstacles facing young 
eople today. 

“Evidence of these obstacles that 
hildren face include poor test 
cores, increased drop-out rates, 
2en pregnancy, delinquency and 
‘outh violence,” said Scott Hanson, 
‘ite Manager of the About Face pro- 
ram. 

About Face was a three-week pro- 
ram conducted at Camp Grayling 
uly 13-31, sponsored by the 
Aichigan Sheriff’s Association and 
he Michigan National Guard, and 
unded by Governor John Engler’s 
Jiscretionary Drug Fund. 

“This program was specifically 
tesigned to address these issues and 
ittempts to give these kids a leg up 
n their home life as well as in their 
community,” remarked Hanson. 
‘Students learned that what they 
hink affects how they feel and con- 
sequently what they do.” 

‘ About Face also focused on three 
areas: critical thinking and how to 
nake positive choices; improve- 
dent of academic skills; and com- 
puter literacy. 

- The program touched on some 
moral issues as well, Hanson said, 
“teaching basic right from wrong.” 

‘“Mentors came in and taught 
things, like how to respect other 
people’s property,” said Hanson. 

‘ Ex-Detroit Tiger pitcher and 1993 
World Series Champion, with the 
Philadelphia Phillies, Roger Mason, 
of Bellaire, spoke to the students 
about perseverance and _ setting 
goals. He also spoke to them about 
handling disappointment, reflecting 
on some of his own experiences in 
the major. jteagues a and about, recog-, 
hiziag: opportunities ‘when't they-pre-. - 
sent themselves. 

Several members of the commu- 
nity helped in the mentoring phase. 

Officer Shawn Kraycs of the

Teachers Mary Church from the 
Forest Area Schools and Amy Ellis 
from the Kalkaska Schools, both 
found the program to be stimulating 
for themselves and the students. 

“What was really neat about 
teaching this program was that it 
was so practical and the information 
will stay with the students for the 
rest of their lives,” Church said. 

Harry Davis, 15, knows how to 
balance a checkbook and budget a 
household now. He can tell you the 
difference between assets and liabil- 
ities. He couldn’t do that before tak- 
ing the class. 

“When I first came to this class, I 
wasn’t real excited to be here at 8 
a.m.,” Davis said. “But, now I think 
it’s pretty neat.” 

Part of the program includes fac- 
ing penalties for tardiness without a 
valid excuse or a phone call. 

At the beginning of each class, the 
teachers give each student a hypo- 
thetical $575 allowance. Each stu- 
dent learns what it means to be 
responsible for him or herself. They 
learn how to budget their money by 
paying rent, utilities, car insurance 
and buying groceries.
